Sweet Potatoes 

(By John M. Scott.) 

From the tigurcB ol (lie Florida 
State Department uf Agriculture wc 
Iuid that the sweet pitQltu cre«p ot 
i lurida is almost equal in value to 
ihe upland cotton crop of the state. 

1 he tv is also little difference between 
the value o( the sweet potato crop 
ami that of the Irish potato crop. 

I lie results given below arc for one 
year's work. Under ordinary .con¬ 
ditions oiia year s results are not suf 
Beirut (or definite conclusions lo be 
• trawu from fertilizer experiments. 
But the land on which this experi¬ 
ment was conducted had grown Jap¬ 
anese cane for seven years, ihe 
right plc*s of Japanese cane for six 
years had had the same amounts and 
kinds of fertilizers applied to each 
plot each year as were applied to the 
plots of sweet potato?* in this ex¬ 
periment. After the pjots had grown 
Japanese cane for six years, with no 
heavier application of fertiliser than 
was given to the swevt potatoes, it is 
likely that the soil of these plots in 
winch any one fertilizer element was 
omitted, was more or less exhausted 
for tha* particular clement. Therefor*, 
these results should be considered of 
some importance as a source of ad¬ 
ditional information in regard to fer¬ 
tilizing sweet potatoes. 

The land on which this experiment 
was conducted was what would be 
called a fair grade of lugli pine land 

The same number of pounds of 
fertilizer was not applied to every 
plot, hm each plot received the same 
number of pounds of plant food of 
each clement. The following amounts 
of fertilizers were applied per acre: 
I'lot 1, dried blood Hi pounds, and 
muriate of potash 84 pounds; Plot II, 
acid pho*ptiate jjj pounds, and muri¬ 
ate of potash JJ4 pounds; Plot III, 
dried blood ill, amt acid phosphate 
JJ| pounds, Plot IV. sulphate of am 
moiua 74, acid phosphate 224, and mu¬ 
riate ol potash 84 pounds; Plot V, 
dried blood IIJ, acid phosphate J44, 
and nturtute ol potash 84 pounds; 
PL't VI, sulphate of ammonia 74, 
acid nhoaphate J 4 . and sulphate 0/ 
potash H4 pounds; Plot VII, dried 
blood 114, acid phosphate 444, and «u-J 
t hate of p"ta»h 84 pounds; Blot VIII, 
dried Idood it4, acid phosphate 224, 
sulphate of puiash 84, and ground 
limestone i,coo pounds.

If will lie seen fr«un these ngures 
* he best yield wa* obtained from 
Mot \ III, which was fertilized with 
dried blood, acid phosphate and su! 
phato of potash, and in addition the 
ground limestone. However, the 
yield from Plot IV, which was ferti 
h/ed with sulphate of ammonia, acid 
phosphate, and muriate of potash, wa* 
nearly equal to that of plot VIII. 

The yields obtained from Plot T, 
omitting phosphate, and plot IT. 
omitting ammonia, arc rather sur¬ 
prising. being about equal to those 
obtained from any of the four com¬ 
plete fertilizers. Pint II gave less 
than one-half the yield produced by 
any of the other plots in the experi¬ 
ment. This indicates strongly the 
need of potash in the fertilizer to 
produce a satisfactory yield if sweet 


potatoes. Even plot II that received 
no ammonia gave more than twice 
ihe yield of plot Ilf.
